On July 8 the Senate passed the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation Bill. 

As passed' it contained the following clause in 
precisely the same form in which it passed the 
House :' Z

That no ,uart of litis appropriation skill be expended for the prosecu- 
tion of producers of farm products and associations of farmers who cooperate and organize in an effort to ami for the 
purpose to obtain and maintain a fair and reasonable price for their products." 



The bill is now in conference but this clause, 
agreed to in the same language by both Houses, 
•will go to the President for his action without 
further change. 

He signea the bill last year containing this 
identical clause but he publicly expressed his con- 
demnation of it anoV stated that he would have 
vetoed this item could he have treated it separately. 
His action last year has proved no deterrent on its 
readoprion this year. 

When .this clause was reached for debate Senator 
Sterling moved to strike out the Provisos. By a 
vote of 41 to 17 (38 not voting) this amendment 
• was laid on the table. 

Senator Sutherland then moved to insert the 
words ''by lawful means" after the words "hav- 
ing in view," in the first Proviso.

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A generat bulletin has been mailed 
to each member, either organization 
or individual, of the Chamber.

1. The only two States that cast 
more than five votes against question 
No, 1 were California and New York, 
In twenty-nine States, the District of 
Columbia, Porto Rico, and in France, 
there ivaa not a single vote cast un- 
favorably vo question 1. 

As proof, however, that no voles 
were cast witEiout study, it. is only 
necessary to direct attention to the 
varying number of votes in opposi- 
tion recorded in ihc middle columns 
at l hi 5 page..

Incidentally it would hrme 
a better margin of profit in the entire 
sales sheet. History is constantly re- 
peating itself where factories arc 
obliged to revamp or go out of busi- 
ness. Why watt for sucl] a distressing 
day? Overproduction ■ also often 
forces the weakest manufactory to 
the wall. An effective panacea for 
disposing of surplus outputs is to find 
new customers in other countries. A 
long time ago we often heard it called 
"duniping," and the term has not be- 
come obsolete. Jt bad the saving grace 
of introducing us to new markets and 
Introducing other peoples to our ex- 
cellent wares. It helped to make 
Made, in America" popular. Recip- 
rocal relations with foreign merchants 
developed and more regular business 
followed, until now the export trade 
is a highly specialised feature. De- 
liberate efforts and systematic cam- 
paigns, however, have met with large 
success, of which 1 shalt say more 
further. The point I want to make 
here is that die foreign market is 
practically an unlimited one* and that 
it is not, in the larger sense- dispossess- 
ing another fellow of his customers.

American manufacturers Jcad the 
world in standardization of product- I 
may safely say that this has been the 
greatest single factor in our export 
trade development.

Nol-ES ON ArPRQFRIATlQtfS 

Secretary Red field in his letter to 
President Wilson relative to the re- 
oTijaruzation of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce fully out- 
lined his idea of the commercial at- 
taches and the institution of such a 
service as these men could render. It 
was hh hope that a lump sum appro- 
priation of $t.so,ooo would be made, 
of which $6i,oo9_ would he divided 
among 14 commercial' attaches, "ac- 
cording to the- rank of the country or 
region to which assigned, as follows: 
3 at $5poo each' 4 at $4,500 each, and 
7 at $4,000 each. One clerk for each 
of the fourteen commercial attaches 
at$! r epo annually called for an addi 
tiona] appropriation of $ai>ooo, or t 
grand total of $Sz d ooo for commercial 
attaches and their clerks. The balance 
of $68,000 was to be used for neces- 
sary h traveling aitd subsistence ex- 
penses, etc. 

Congress has placed $100,000 at the 
disposal of Secretary Redncld with- 
out defining any rates of salaries to 
he paid to commercial attaches, thus 
gjtemg him freedom ta utilize the en- 
tire appropriation in the most effect- 
ive way possible to produce results. 

The Secretary's announced opinion 
relative to these attaches is that they 
"should be men of demonstrated 
commercial" ahihty and experience, 
speaking the Jaiigungc of the country 
to which they are accredited, or a lan- 
guage current in commercial circles 
therein. Preference would he given 
officers of the consular service -and 
the Department of Commerce, or 
oiher branches of the executive scrv

Hght to esist; they have a 
right to combine for the purpose of 
increasing their^ wages or bettering 
their condition, or shortening their 
hours of labor* It is, a right which 
they ought to have, and a right which 
nobody concedes to them more freely 
than I do. Men have a perfect right 
to organize, labor unions, and if they 
can not obtain what they regard a* 
fair wages or fair hours of work or 
proper conditions, they have a right 
to quit work^ and they have a right 
to strike. All of that the* havc^a 
right to do tinder the law as it is now. 
Ifthis provision means nothing more 
than that, then I say it is absolutely 
needless; but if Et means that labor 
organiaations having come into ex- 
istence arc given the right to combine 
with one another for the purpose and 
with the effect of restraining inter- 
state commerce, then it is vit:iou;. 

Mr, President, we do not undertake 
to prosecute organizations of eapital 
Simply because they are organizations 
of capital ; we do not undertake to 
prosecute organizations of merchants 
simply because they are organ rations 
of merchants. Capital has a right to 
organize; it has the right to carry on 
legitimate business; capitalists have 
the right to do that ; and they can not 
be prosecuted unless they enter into 
such combinations or perform such 
nets as are Intended to restrain or do 
restrain trade among the several 
States. That is declared by the anti- 
trust act to be an. evil thing; and if 
it is an evil thing, if it is a wrong to 
restrain trade among the States of 
this Union, what difference docs it 
nuke who commits the wrong? Is it 
not as great a wrong for a number

report on the subject of gold reserves 
for alleviating financial panics, and 
proposed that a reserve of fifteen mil- 
lion dollars he appropriated in each of 
six countries, viz.* Germany, Austria^ 
France, Russia, England and the 
Linpted States. Thcsejreserves would 
be administered by an international 
commission . and when conditions of 
panic following commercial crises ap- 
pear in any one of these countries, it 
would he die task of the commission to 
send to the disturbed centre a sufficient 
supply of gold to relieve the situation. 
This proposal elicited considerable 
criticism and' comment .Monsieur 
RalTatovich sent a letter to the con- 
gress urging that political and financial 
considerations would probably hinder 
seriously the execution of such a pro- 
ject, but recommending the importance 
of giving it careful study, Herr 
Kaempf, President of the Reichstag, 
expressed himself as favoring the prin- 
ciple of the report, but saw grave ob- 
jections to keeping permanently un- 
productive in each country the sum of 
hftefcn million dollars. He also de- 
clared that Itaty should be included i 
any proposed international union ft 
this purpose. 

The Congress unanimously adopted 
a resolution recommending that the 
Permanent Committee retain on the 
order of the day for the following 
Congress the question of special gold 
reserves for relicvfng financial panics, 
and requesting the members of the 
Congress, during the interval, to studv 
this question in each countiy as 
tlwroughly as possible from an inter- 
national standpoint in order to aid 
in binding more closely together all 
the nations of the world. 

TwENTY-FrjOB Hotw Day 

af. Gcorg then presented a report 
on the subject of a twtnty-four hour 
day* remarking that France, Italy> 
Belgium, Spain and Portugal have al- 
ready adopted the twency-four' hour 
scale instead of dividing the dav into 
two twelve-hour periods, and' that 
Switzerland would he inclined to adopt 
it if the other countries immediately 
adjoining her would do the same. ■ The

lHTEtittATiOH.il, Customs Stamp 

Following thi$ was the report of 
M, Feruie who considered the ques- 
tion of the creation of a customs stamp 
to be applied to postal packages. This 
does not refer to small samples with- 
out value which are sent by post* or to 
what are known ordinarily as postal 
parcels, hut applies to goods of small 
volume, but of more or less value 
which are sent by mail. As a great 
deal of time is. lost by (he opening of 
such postal packages by customs of- 
ficials, it was recommended that a 
customs stamp be created which would 
obviate this delay ^ This ■ proposal 
elicited a good deal of discussion, but 
the Congress finally voted unanimous- 
ly in favor of the principle*' 

Two subjects which were upon the 
official programme were not discussed 
owing to lack of time. These were: 
{1) comparative study of insurance 
policies in international traffic, and, 
(2) a proposed uniform type of "bills 
of lading*" 

The Congress then adjourned.

under its present name and charter 
since 1902, superseding the American 
Section of the International Associ- 
ation for Testing Materials which was 
organized in 1B9S. Throughout its 
existence the Society has been affiliated 
with the International Association /or 
Testing Materials which had its ori- 
gin in a conference held. in Munich in 
1SS2. The International Association 
holds- Congresses triennial [y. Thus 
far six such Congresses have been 
held. The Sixth Congress was held 
in New York City in September, i$li3» 
and (he Seventh Congress will be con- 
vened in St. l^tersburgh, in 191 5. The 
Proceedings of these Congresses are 
published in English, German and 
French.
